And although 1 this time, by the maleuolent diſpoſitions of ſome 
ill affe&ed perſons of the Houſe of Commons," Wee haue had (un- 
dry iuſt cauſes ot offetice and diſſike of their proceediags ; yer Wee 
reſolued wich patience to trje the yttermoſt, which Wee the rather 
did, for that Wee found in that Houſe a great number of ſober and 
graue perſons, well affeted ro Religion and gourrnmenr, avd deli- 
rous to preſerue Vnitic and Peace 1n all partes of Our Kingdome. 
Aud therefore, hauing on the five and rwentieth day of Februarie 
laſt, by the vniforme Aduice of Our Priute Counfſell, cauſed both 
Houſes co be adiourned vntill chis preſent day, hoping in the meane 
time,chat a betrer and more right vnderſtanding might be begorten 
betweene Vs and the members of thar Houſe, whereby this Patlia» 
ment might haue a happy end aud iſſue, 

And for the ſame intent, Weedid againe this day commaund che 
like Adiurnement to be made, ynrtill the revith day ot this Moneth: 
Ic hath ſo happened by the diſobedient and (editions carriage of thoſe 
{aid il] affeCted perſons of the Houſe of Commons, I har We.and 
Our Regall authoritic and commandement, hauc becne {o highly 


contemned, as Our Kingly Office cannot beare, ner any toumer age |,

T take as much comfart in your dutifull demeanours, as I am iuftly diſtaſ- 
ted with their proceedings, Tet to aueyd miftakings, let Me tell you, that

2 ons but to Godalone yet f..r the ſatisfafton of the mindes and 
Ffections of our louing Subiets, Wee have thoughr good te: ler 
> downe thus much by way of Declaration,thar we may appeare 
to ine world, in the truth and finceritie of our owne Attions . and nor 1n 
thoſe colours, 1n which, VVee know ſome turbulent and ill affeed Spirits 
(to maske and diſ._wiſe their owne wicked intentions,dangerous to the State) 
woul: reprelenc Vs tothe publike view. 

VVeeailembledour Parhament the ſcuenteenth day of March, in third 
yeare of Our Raigne, for the ſafety of Religion, for ſecuring Our King. 
dow es and Subictts ar howe, and Our Friends and Allies abroad:And there« 
fore, at the firſt ſitting downeof it, VYeedeclared the muſcrable aft}1fted 
cltare of thoſe of the reformed Religion, in Germany, F: ance, and other 
parts of Chri/ien..ome; the dittreſſed extremities of our deareit Vncle the 
King of De-marke, chaſed our of a great part of his Demintons; 1 he 
ftrengrh of char party, which was vmred againſt Vs; That ( befi 'es the 
Pope and houſe cf , Auſiria and their ancient Confelerates) the French King 

rofeſſed the rooting out of che Proteffant Religion ; That of the Princes 
and States on our party, ſo | e were ouer. runne, others diuerted, and ſome 
diſabled to giue afattance: For w hich 3nd other important moriues, V Vee 
propounded a ſpecdy ſupply. of Treaſure, anſwerable to the necetuitics 
of the cave. | > 

Theſe things inthe beginning were well zeſepted by the houſe of Com. 
mons,and with mvch al:crity and readineſſe "hey agreed to grant a liLe- 
rall aye : Bur betore it was brought eo any perfetion, they were diucreed 
by a mu'tirude of queſtions, raiſed among ft them, concerning their Liber- 
tics and Priuledges and by other long diſputes, thatthe Bull did not paſſe 
n a longrime- and by thatdclay our atfares were put into farre worle caſe 
eten atthe firſt; our D_—_ actions, then 1n hand, being thereby diſgra- 
ccd and runed tor want of timely helpe. ' 
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In this, as VVeare not willing to derovate from themerit,& cood inten. 
tions of thoſe wiſe & moderate men of th: x houle(to whoſe for ardnefle 
VVee attribute it, that it was propounded and reſolued ſoone ) lo Wee 
mult ncedes ſay,th«tthe delay of paſcing it when it wasreſolued,occafione] 
by cauſelefſe jicalouſies {urred vp by menof anether temper,d14 much let]en 
both the reputation and reality of that ſu ply : And their {pirit infuſed jn- 
to many of the Con.miſsioners and Aſelicrs inthe Conntrev, hath retur. 
ned vp the Subſidies 1n ſuch a ſcantie proportion, as 1s infinitely ſhort, not 
onely of our great occaſions, but of the precedents of former Subſidies,and 
of the intentions of all well affeted men in that Houle, 

In thoſe large diſputes, as Wee permitted many of our high Prerogatiues 
to be debated,which in the beſt times of our PreJece{lors had neuer becne 
queſtioned without puniſhment,or ſharpe reproofe; ſo V Ve did endeauour 
to haue thortned thoſe debares, for v inning of tune , which would haue 
much aduantaged Our great affaircs, both at home and abroad. And there- 
fore, both by Speeches and Meſlages, V Vec did eften declare Our Gracious 
andcleere reſolution, to mainraine, not onely the Parliament , but all Our 
people, intheir ancient and 1tult 11berties , without eyther violation or di. 
minution, and in the end, for their full ſatisfa&tion and ſecuritie, did by an 
an{were, framed in the forme by themſeiues deſired, to their Parliamentary 
Petition, confirme their ancient and 1uſt Liberties and Rights; which V Ve 
reſolue with all Conftancic and luſtice ro maintaine. 

This Parliament, howſocuer, beſides the ſctl1ing Our neceſſary Supply,and 
their owne Liberties, they waſted much time 1a ſuch proceedings (_blatting 
Our goucrnement, as V Veeare vawilling to remember , ) ye: VVee lufte. 
red: to fit, vntill themſclues defired Vs to appoint a time tor their receſle, 
not naming eyther Adiournementor Prorogarion. V V hereupon,by aduice 
of Our Counſell, V Vee rcſolued to Prorogue, and make a Selston : and te 
thatend prefixed a day, by whichthey might(as was meere1n ſo long a ſit- 
ting ) finiſh ſome profitable and good Lawes; and withall gaue order 
for a gracious pardon toall our Subte&s: which , according to the vic of 
former Parliaments, paſſed the higher Houſe , and was jent downe to the 
Commons. All which being graciouſly intende.l by Vs, was 1l] en:ertay« 
ned by ſome diſaffeRed perions of that Houſe ; who, by their artifices, 1n 
a ſhort timerayſed ſo much heate and diſtemper inthe Houle, forno other 
vifible cauſe, but becauſe V Vee had declared Our re{olution to prorogue,as 
Our Counfell aduiſed, and not to adiourne; as ſome of that Houle ( afrer 
Ourreſolution declared , and not before ) did manifeſt themſclues to aftc& 


that ſeldoine hath greater paſzion beens ſecne in that Houſe vpon _ 
| occalions, 


ecraſions. And then ſome glaunces in the Houfe, but open ramors abroad, 
were ſpread, that by the Aniwere to the Petition VVee had giuen away, 
not onely Our Impolitions ypon goods exported and imported, but the 
Tonnage and Poundage , whercas, in the debate and hammering of that 
Petition, there was no ſpeech or mention, in eyther Houſe, concerning 
thoſe Impoſitions ; but concerning Taxes and other charges within the 
Land : much lefſe was there any thought thereby to debarre Vs of Tonnage 
and Poundage; which, both befere and after the Anſwere to that Perition, 
the Houſe of Commons, inall their ſpeeches and treatics, did profeſlethey 
Vyere willing to graunt. And, at the ſame time,many other miſinterpreta« 
tions wereray ſc. of thac Petition and Anſwere, by merit not well diſtin. 
guſhing berweene well ordered libertic,& licentiouſneſle, as if,by Our An. 
{wercto that Peticion, V Vee had letlooſe the Raynes of Our goucrne. 
ment. And, m this dittemper,the Houſe of Commons laying alide the pare 
don ( athing never donein any former Parliament ) and other bnſinefles 
fit to haue becne concluded that Seſfsion,ſome of them went about to frame 
and contriue a Remonſtrance againſt Qur —_— Tonnageand Poune 

dage ; which was fo farre procecded in, the night beforethe prefixed time 

for concluding the Sefion, and ſo haſtencd by the contriuers thereof , that 

they meant to haue put it to the yote of the Houſe thenext morning, be- 

fore VVec ſhould pooenges the Seſsion. And therefore, finding Our gra» 

cious fauours in that Seſs1on, afforded ro Our pg » ſ@ill requited, and 

ſach ſiniſter ſtraines made vpon Our Anſwere te that Petition,to the dinat- 
nution of our profit, and ( which was more) tothe danger of our Gouern. 

ment; VVeercſolucd to preuent the finiſhing of that Remenſtrance, and 
ether dangerous intentions of ſomeill affeAed perſons, by ending the Sef- 

fion the next morning, ſome few houres ſooner then was expeRted,and,by 

Our owne mouth, to declareto both Houſes the cauſes thereof ; and, for 

hindring the ſpreading of thoſe ſiniſter interpretations of that Perition and 
Anſwere,to giue ſome neceſſary direftions for ſetling and quicting our Go- 
wernement, vntill another meeting, which wee pertarmed accordingly the 

fixe and twentieth of une laſt ; 

The Sc{sion thus ended,and the Parliament riſen;that intended Remon« 
france gaue vs occaſionto looke into that bulineſle of Tonnage and Poune 
dage. And therefore;though our neceſsities pleaded ſtrongly for Vs,yet we 
were not apt to ftraine that point too farre,but reſolued to guide Our ſclfe 

by the practiſe of formerages, and examples of Our moſt Noble Predeceſ- 

{ours ; Thraking thoſe counſels beſt warranted, which the wiſedome of for. 
mer a3cs, concurring with the preſent occalions, did approue: faethere- 
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that although , in the Parliament holden in the firit yeare of the Reigne of 
King Edward the Fourth, the Subſidy of Tonnage and Poundage was not 
ted vnro that King, but was firſt graunted ynto him by Parliament in 
ethird yeare of his Rergne; yet the fame was accounted and anſwered rg 
that King, from the firſt day ot his Reigne, all the firſt and ſecond yeares of 
his Reigne,ard vntill it was granted by Parliament: And that in the luccee- 
ding times of King K ichard the Third, King Hem ythe Seuenth, King Henry 
che Eight, King Edward the Sixth, Queene Mary, and Queene Fligabeth,the 
Sublidy of Tonnage and Poundage w.1s not only enioyed by euery of thoſe 
Kings and Queenes, from the death of each of them deceafing,vntill it was 
need by Patltament vnto che Succeffir ; But tn all thoſe times, ( being for 
e moſt part peaceable, and n( t burthened with hke charges and neceſsitics 
as theſe moderne times) the Parlianietitdid, moſt readily and cheercfully,in 
the beginning of euery of thoſe Reignes, grant the ſame, as athing moſt 
neceflary tor the pong of the Seas. ſifctie and defence of the Realme, 
and ſfupportation of the Royall Dignitie. And in the ttme of Our Royalt 
Father, of 'bleffed memory, he enioyed the ſame afull yeare, wanting ve 
| few dayes, before his Parttament began : and about a yeare before the A 
of Parliament for the grantof it was paſſed : And yet, when the Parhame:e 
w:$safſembled , it was granted without difficulcie. And, in Gur owne time, 
Wee quietly recemed the fame three yeares and more, expetting with pa« 
fence, in feacrall Parliaments, the like grant there: f, as had beene madero 
fo many of Our Predeceſfours ; the Houſe of Commons ſiill profeſing, 
that mult:rude of other bulineffe, and nor want of willingnets on thar 
part, had cauſed thefe-ling thereof to be fo long deferred. And therefore, 
finding ſo much reaſon and neceſsitie for the recetuing of the ordinarie du« 
ties inthe Cuftome-honfe,co concurre with rhe praQtite of fuch a Succef510n 
of 'K'ngsand Queenes, famous for Wiſedowe, Juſtice, and Gouernement, 
#hd nothing to rhe contrary, bur that intencied Remonihance, hatched our 
of the paſnonate brainies (fa few particular perſons; We thoughe i: fo farre 
fromthe wiſedome and duty of a Houſe of Parhament, as Wee covl4l nor 
thinke, that anv moderate and diſcrecteman ( vpon compoled thoughts, 
ferting afide paſsion 2nd diſtemper ) could be agaimit — of Tonnage 
at Poundage;eſpecially ftince Wee doe,and ſhi}l muſt purtue thoſe enc's,. ud 
vndergoethar Charge, for whichit was firſt granted to the Crowne it ha- 
vmg beerie fo long and conſtantly continued ro Our Predecefſours , as that 
in foure ſcnerall Acts of Parliament, tor the granting thereof, to King Ed- 
wag cheyiath /Quecne Hary, Queene Hizabeth, and Qur bleſl.Qs Father,

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it is in expreſſe termes mentioned,to haue beene had-and enioyed by the fe. 
ucrall Kings named in thoſe Ates, time out of minde, by authority of Par. 
liament. And therefore,vpon theſe reaſons, Wee held it agreeable ro Our 
Kingly Honour,and neceſſary for the ſafetic and good of Our Kingdome,to 
continue the receipt thereof, as ſo many of Our Predeceſſours had done, 
Wherefore, when a few Marchants ( being at firſt but one or two.) fomen« 
ted,as it 15 well knowne,by thoſecuill Spirits that would haue hatched that 
yndutitull Remonſtrance, began to oppoſe the payment of Our accuſto« 
med duties in the Cuitome- houſe, Wee gaue order tothe Officers of Our. 
Cultomes to goe on, notwithſtanding that —_— inthe receiuing of 
thar vſuall duties ; and cauſed thoſe that refuſed, to be warned to attend at 
the Counſell. board; that , by the wiſedome and authority of Our Counſell, 
they might be reduced to obedience and duty ; where ſome of them,with= 
out reucrence or reſpe&t to rhe honour and dignitie of that preſence, beha.. 
ved themſelues with ſuch bolineſſe and inſolency of ſpeech, as was not to. 
be endured by a farre meaner Aſſembly ; much lefle to be countenanced by. 
a Houſe of Parliament, againit the body of Our Priute Counſell, 

And as in this Wee did what in honour and reaſ»n was fit for the pre. 
ſent ; ſo Our thoughts weredayly intentiue vpon the reafſembling of Our. 
Parliament, with full intention on Our part, to take away all ill vuderſian« 
ding betweene Vs and our —_— whoſe loucs,as Wee deſired,to continue 
and preſerue, ſo Wee vied Our beſt endeauours,to prepare and facilitatethe 
way to it, And to this end, hauing taken a ſt1R;and exaRt ſuruey of Our. 
gouernement, both in the Church and Common: wealth, and w hat things 
were molt fic and neceſſary to be reformed, Wee found in the karſt place,that 
much exception had beene taken at a Booke , intituled, ppello.Ceſarem,or 
An Appeale to Ceſar,and publiſhed 1n the yeare 1625. by Richard Mounta« 
gue , «£4 Batchelor of Diuinitic, and now Biſhop of Chicheſter and becauſe, 
1t did open the way to thoſe ſchiſmes & diuifions, which haue fince.enſucd. 
in the Church, Wee did, for remedy and redrefſe thereof, & for ſatisfation 
of the conſciences of our good people, not onely, by ourpublike Proclama« 
tion, call in that Booke, which miniſtred matter of cffence, bur, to preuent 
the like danger for hereafter, reprinted the Articles of Religion, cftablſhed 


- in thetime of Queene Elizabeth of famous memory; and, by a Declaration. 


thoſe Articles,that nothing nughr be left for priuate fancies and 1nnouation., 
For V Vee call Gad to record, betore whom V Vee ſtand, that it 1s, and al. 
waycs hath bcenc,our hearts deſire, to be found worthy of that Title, which 
V.Veaccount the maſt glorioustn all Qur Crowne, Defender of the Faith:vey « 
: [7] 


before thoſe Articles, Wee did gh and reſtraine all —_— tothe ſenſe of 
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ther ſhall Agnes way to the authorizing of any thing , whereby 
any innouation may {teale, or _ incothe Church ; but preſerue that 
ynitie of Do&rine and diſcipline, cltabliſhe.1 in the time of Queene E! 2 4- 
beth , whereby the Church ot England hath ſtood and flouriſhed cuer fiice, 
And.,as V Vee verecaretull to make vpall breaches and rents in Reliv1on 
at home, ſodid V Vee, by Our Proclamation and Commandement for the 
execution of Lawes againit Prieſts and Popiſh Recuſants,fortific all wayes 
and approches againſt that forraigne Enemie: whichif it haue not ſucceeded 
according to Our intention, V Vec muſt lay the taule where it 15, inthe tub. 
ordinate Officers and Miniſters in the Countrey, by whoſe remiſſereſſe [e- 
ſuites and Priefts eſcape without apprehenſion; ind Recuſants, from thoſe 
conuitions and penalties, which the Lawes & Our Commandement would 
haueinflited on them. For V Vee doe profeſle, that, as1t is Our duric, lo it 
fhall be our care, ro Command and direct well ; but it is the part of cthers, 
to performe the Miniſtertall Otfice : And when V Ve haue done Our Office, 
V Vee ſhall account Our Selfe, and all charitable men will account Vs , in- 
nocent both to God and Men : And thoſe that are negligent, VVee will 
eliceme as culpable both to God and Vs; and therefore wall expect that 
hereafter they giue Vs a better account. Andas V Yee haue beene carcfull 
for the ſetling of Religion and quieting the Church, {» were VVee not vn- 
mindfull of che preſeruation of the 1utt and ancient Liberties of ur Sube 
jets, which VVee ſecured ro them, by Our gracious Anlwere to the Peti- 
tion in Parliament, hauing nor fance that time done any A whereby to in- 
fringe them; but Our care 13,and hereatter ſhall be, o keepe them entire and 
inuiolable , as V Vee would doc Our owne Right and *overaigneric hauing 
for that purpoſe cnrolle\ the Pecition & Anſwer, in Our Courts of uftice. 
Nextto the care of Religion, anci of Ow Subics rights, V Vee 1d Our 
beſt for the prouidenrt and well ordering of that ayde and ſupply, which 
was granted Vs the laſt Sels1on; whereof no part hath been waitfully ſpe t, 
nor pur to any other vic, then thoſe for which it was defired & gran ed;as 
vpon payment of Our Fleete & Amie; wherein Our care hath be:n. ſuch 
x5 V Vechoſle rather to diſcontent Our dearcit Friends & Allies,& Ow n: c- 
reſt Seruants, then to leaue Our Souldiers and Marriners vntatisficd, v here= 
by any vexation or diſquict might ariſe to ur people. V Ve haucalſo,v ith 
part of thoſe Moncyes, begun to ſupply Our Mayazines & flores of Mute 
tion,& to puc Our Nawcinto aconſtanttorme & order. Our Fleete like. 
wile 1s firting , & aln.ott in a readineſſe, whereby the Narrowe Scas way 
be guarded, commerce mainrayned, & Our Kingdome tecured from. all 
forraignc attempts. 1helſe Atcsof Ours might hauc maue this iwpreſsion 
val B 2 _ 
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in ati goo mindes,that We were carefull to dire& Our counfels, diſpoſe 
Our acti--ns,as might moſt conduce to the maintenance of Religion, honour 
of Our gouernement, & {..fetie of Our people. But with milchieuous men, 
once illaffeed , Seu bene, ſeu male fatta premunt : and whatſueuer once ſee. 
med amifle, is euer remembred ; but good endeauours are neuer regarded. 
Now all thele things, that were the chiefe complaints the lait Seſuon, be« 
ing by Our Princely care ſo ſeriouſly reformed, the Parliamentreafſembled 
the twentieth of [azuery laft Wee expeRing,accoruing to the candor & fin« 
ceritie of Our owne thoughts, that men would haue tramed ther»{clues for 
the effecting aright vnderitanding berweene Vs & Our people. But ſome 
few maleuolentperſons, like t mperickes & lewd Artiſts, d:d ftrive to make 
new worke,& to haue ſome diſcaſe on toote to keepe themſclues in requeſt, 
& to be imployed & entertayned inthe care. And yer, to manifeſt how 
much offences haue beene diminiſhed, The Commitres for greiuances, Come 
wittees for Cowts of [uſtice, & Committes for Trade haue, fince the ſitting 
downe ot the Parliament, receiued few complaints ; & thoſg ſuch, as they 
themſelues haue not thought to be of that moment or umportance, with 
which Our eares thould be acquainted. | 
No ſooner therefore was the Parliament ſet downe, buttheſe ill affeQed 
men began to ſowe &difperſe their iealouſies, by caſting out ſome glances 
& doubtfull ſpeeches,as if the Subic& had not been fo cleerely & well dealt 
with touching their liberties, & touching the Petition anſwered the laſt Par 
lament. This being a plau(:ble Theame,thought on for an ul purpoſe,caſi« 
ly tooke hold on the mindes of many,that knew not the prattſc:And theres 
vponthe ſecond day of the Parliament, a Commuttee was appointed to 
ſcarch , whether the Petition & Our Anſwere thereunto were curolled in 
the Parliament Rolle, and in the Courts at Weſtminſter ; & 1n what manyer 
the ſame was done. And a day was then alſo appointed, on which, the 
Houſe being reſolued into a Committee, ſhould take into conſideration 
thoſe things wherein the liberty of the Subie& had beene inuaded. againſt 
that Petition. This, though it produced no other effe of moment or 1n- 
portance ; yet was ſufficient to raiſe a icalouſie againſt our proceedings, in 
fach as were not well acquainted with the fincerity & cleerenefle of them, 
There followed another ot no leſſe $kill ; for although our proceeding, be- | 
fore the Parliament, about matters of Religzon , mighe haue fatished an 
moderate men of our zealous care thereof (as Wee are ſure itdid the moſt 
yet,as bad ſtomackes turne the belt things into their owne nature, for want 
of good digeſtion; fothole diſtempered perſons haue done the like of Our 
good intents, by a bad and ſiniſter interprecation, For, when they oo ob 
uez 
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ſerue, that many honeſt & religious mindes in that Honſe, Gid comrlaine of 
thoſe dangers that did chreaten the. Church; they likewiſe tooke bs fawe 
word m their mouth, & their crie hkewiſe was 1'emplums Domini, Templum 
Domini, when the true care of the Church neucr came into their hearts and 
what the one did out of zeale vnto Rolivion, theother tooke vpasa plau- 
ble theame ro depraue Our goucrnement; as if Wee, our Clergie,& Coun« 
fel}, were eyther ſcnſclefle, or carelefſe of Rehgion. And this wicked Pra» 
&nſe hath beene to make Vs feeme to walke betore Our people, as if Wee 
halted before God. Hauing by theſe Artifices, made a tcalous impreſ>ion 
m the hearts of many, & aday being appointed to treate of the grant of 
Tonnage & Poundaye, at the time prefixed, all expreſlc great willingneſle 
to grant 1t : but a new ſtrame 1s found out, that it could not be done, with 
out great peril to the right of the SubieR;'vnleſle Wee thould diſclayme 
any right therein, bue by grantin Parhament ; & ſhould cauſe all thoſe 
goods to be rettored, which, vpon commandement from Ys or Qur Coun« 
{ell wereſtayed by Our Officers, vntill thoſe duties were payed, & conſe. 
quently ſhould pur our ſelte our of poſſeſsion of the Tonnage & Poundage, 
before they were granted ; for elſe, ie was pretended the Subicct fioo.i not 
in fit caſeto graut 1it.-A fancie & cawll rayied of purpoſc,to trouble the bus 
fineſſe ; it being euident, that all rhe Kings before named::d1d receme that 
dury,& were 1n attuall poſleſsion of it, before, & at the very time, when it 
was granted to them by Parliament, 'And although Wee, to remoue all 
difficulties, d1d from Our owne mouth,in thoſe clecre & open termes that 
might haue ſarrsfted atty moderate &© well diſpoſed mines, declare, that it 
was Our meaning, by the gift of Our people to enioy ir, & that Wee did 
not challenge it of right , but tooke it/de bene eſſe ;; ſhewingtheteby,not the 
fight, bur the necefsity by which Wee wereto take it; wherein Wee def 
cended, for their fatisfaQon, ſo farre ben-ath Our ſctfe, as Wee are confi. 
dent neuer any of Our Predecdfioas d1d the like; nor was the hike neuer 
required or expetted from them: Yet, fos'all this, the Bill of: Tonnage and 
Poundage was layd aſide, vpon pretence. they muſt hi cleerethe right of 
the Subic& therein; vnder colour whereof tt ey entertay nethe complaints 
not onely of John R ol/es,a member of their Houſe,but alfoof Richard C ham 
bers , ohm Fowkes, & Bartholomew Gilman, azainſt the Officers of Our Cue 
Bomes, for dcetayning their goods, vporrrefulall to pay the ordinary dune; 
accuſtomed to be payed for the ſame; And,vpon thete complams,they fend 
for the Officers of the Cuſtomes ; enforcing them to attend. day after Jay, 
by theſpace of a Moneth togerher; they cauſe them to produce ther Let» 


c der the Seale,& the Warrants made by Our Priuy 
ers Patcnts vnder the Qur great * wh Sheer 
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Counſel! for leuying of thoſe duties they examine the Officers ypon what 
queitions they pleaſe, thereby to entrap themFfyr doing, our ſcruice & come- 
maundJement. In theſe & ocker their proceedings, becauſe Wee would nor 

ucthe leaſt ſhew ef interruption, Wee endured long with much patience, 
_ theſe & ſundry other (trange & exorbirane incroachmencs & vſurpa. 
tions , ſuch as were neuer before attempted in that Houſe. 

We are not ignorant, how much chat -Houſc hath of late yeares endea- 

cure] to extend their Priw/ledges, by ſerting vp generall Committees for 
Religion, for Courts of Luthice, for 1'rade, & the like : a courſe neuer heard 
of ynrtill of late ; fo as, where in former times the Knights, & Burgeſles were 
wont to communicate to that Houſe ſuch buſineſſe as they brought from 
their Countries;now there are ſo many Chaires erctted ro make enquiry 
vponall ſorts of men, where complaints of all ſorts are cntercayned, to the 
vnſufterable diſturbance & ſcandall of Juſtice & gouernment; whick hawn 
beene tolerate a while, by Our- Father, & OurSelfe, hath daily growne te 
more & more height, inſomuch as young Lawyers fitting there, take on 
them to decree the opinions of Ludges, & ſome haue not doubted ro main» 
tayne,thart the reſylutions of that Houſe muſt binde the ludges; a thing ne- 
ver heard of inages paſt Butin this laſt |afſembly of Parlameac they haue 
taken on them much morecthen cuer before. 

They ſent Meſſengers to examine Our Atturney generall, who isan Cf. 
ficer of trult & lecrecie, touching the execution « f lome Commandements 
of Ours; of which, withour Our [caue firſt obtayned,he was not to giue ac- 
count to any but co Our Selfe:They ſent a captious & direory meſſage to 
the Lord Treaſurer, Chancellour, & Barons of the Exchequer , touching 
fome iudiciall procee.lings of cheirs 1n Our Court of Exchequer, 

They ſent meſſengers to examine vpon ſundry queſtions, Our two. 
chicfe [ultices,& three. ther of Our [udges, touching their iudicuall proccee 
dings at the Goale.Deliuery at New ge; of whuch | arc not accountae 
ble tothe Houſe of Commons. And whereas ſuits were commenced 1n Our 
Court of Star: Chamber,iagatult Richard Chambers, Iobn Fowkes, Ber. bolomew 
Gilman, & Richard Philips, by Ouc Atturney generall, for great miſdemea- 
nours,they reſolue\ that they were to haue Prwiledge of Parliament,agau ft 
Vs,for their perſons ; for no other cauſe, bur becauſc they had Petitions de- 
pending in that Houſe & (which is more ſtrange) they reſolucd that a Sig- 
nificatien ſhould be made from thiat Houſe, by a Letter to iſſue vnder the 
hand of cheir ſpeaker yatothe Lord Keeper of Our great Seale,that no At- 
tachment ſhould be "pars out againſt the ſaid Chambers, Fowkes,Gilman,or 
Philips,during thei {aud pruwiledge of Parliament; W hereas,it 1s farre mow 
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the power of that Houſe, to giue direion to any of Our Courts at Weſt. 
minſter,to ſtop © teachmentsagainſt any man,though ueuer ſo ftrong]y pri. 
vile iged. the breach of priwledge being not 1n the Court that grants, tut 
in the party or Miniſter thatpurs in execution ſuch Attachments. And ther. 
forc,if any ſuch Letter had come tothe Lord Keeper.as it did not, he ſhould 
haue highly offended Vs,iFhe had obeyed 1t.Nay,they went {o farre,as they 
ſpared not the honour of our counſeiboard,but examined their proceedingy 
in the caſe of Our Cuſtomers, incerrogating what{rhis or that man of Our 
Counſell ſaid,in direAton of thein the bufineſſe commurred to their charge, 
And when one of the members of that Houſe, ſpeaking of Our Counſcllers, 
fa14, We had wicked Counfaile,& another ſaid, That the counſaile & ludges 
ſought to trample vnder feete the liberty of the Subie,& a third traduced 
our high Courtof Star- Chamber. for the Sentence giuen againſt Sanage:they 
pr withouc checke or cenſure by the Houſe. By which may appeare, 
ow furre the members of that Houſe haup of late ſwollen beyond the rules 
of moderation & the modeſtie of former times; And > vga Au pretence of 
priuile.\ge & freedome of ſpeech , 'whereby they take:libernic to declare 

againſt all authoritie of Counſaile and Courts at cheir pleaſure. 

They ſent for our Sheriffe of Loudon,to examine him 1n a cauſe whereof 
they had no tunſiion,their true & amcient tariſd1tion extending onely 
totheir owne members, & ro the conſeruacion of their priuiledges,& notts 
the cenſure of forreigne perſons & cauſes, which haue no relation to their 
priuiledges;the ſame being but a late innouation. And yer, vpon an enfor- 
ced itraine of a contempt, for not an{Werirg to their fatisfaon,they come 
mitted him to the Towreot Londen, vfing that outward pretext for a cauſe 
of their committing him; therrue & 1award cauſe being, for that hee had 
fhewed himiſclfe dutifull to Vs & Our Commandements, in the matter con« 
cerning Our Cuſtomes. In theſe Innouations ( which Wee will neuer per- 
mit againe)they pretended indeede,our ſeruice;bur their drift was tobreake, 
by this meanes,throughall reſpe&ts & ligamenrs of Gouernement,S to erect 
an yniuerſall oucrſwaying power to themſclues, whuch belongs onely to 
Vs, and not to them. 

Laſtly, intheir proceedings againſt our Cuſtomers , they went about to 
Cenſure them as Celinquents & to punt them for ſtaying ſome goods of 
ſome faftious Marchants, in Our Stor-houſe, for not paying thoſe durics 
which themſclues had formerly payed, & which che Cuttomers, without 1- 
terruption, had recciucd ef all other Maichanes many yearcs befor e,and to 
vhich they were authorized both by Our great Sealc & by leuer all diret- 
115 and Conumandements from Y's and Our Priuie Countcll, _ 
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To giue ſome colour to their proceedings herein,they went about to create 
anew prinledge, which We will neyer admitte;thata Parliament man hath 
priuiledge for h1s goods againſt the King : the conſequence whereof would 
be that he way not be conſtrained to pay any duties to the King,during the 
wine of primiledge of Parliament, 

It15 true they would haue mae this caſe to haue beene between the Mere 
chant & Our Farmors of our Cuitome ; & haue lenered them from Our 1n« 
tere:t & commandement,thercby the rather to make the liable to the cen. 
{ure & puniſhment of that Houle. But on the other ſide We, holding it both 
vnuit & diſhonourable, to with.'\raw Qur ſelte from Our Officers , in any 
thing : hey did by Our commandement;or to difavow any cy tat Wee 
had enioyned to be done; ypon Munday,thethree & twentieth day of Fe- 
bruary,fenc a meſtage vnto them by Secretary Coke, thanking them for the 
relpe&t they had ſhewed in ſcuering the intereſt ot Our Farmors from Our 
owne intcre!t & Commandemene: Neuerthe efſe Wee were bound 1n Hoe 
nour to acknowledge a tructh, that what was done by them, was done by 
Our expreſle direction & commandement, & 1f for dojng thereof Our Far- 
mors ſhould fuffer,e would highly .concarne Vsin Henour. W hich m« ſſage 
was no fooner dehuered'vnto thomybut, 1n a tumultuous & diſcontemee] 
wanner they called, Adievrne, 4diowrne,& thereupon without any cauſe gi- 
ven on Ourpartina very vnuſuall manner, Ad:ourned themſclues vntill che 
Wedneſiay tollowing on. which-daygby the veuforme aduice of Our Priuy 
Counſaile, Wee cauied aoth tiouſes r@ be adiourned yarill the (ccond day of 
March; hoping th.:tm the tyeane. imeaberter & more right ynderſtanc.ing 
might be begotten ber weone Vs & the members of that Houſe, whaeby the 
Parliament might come to a happy flue. | 

Bur vnderſtanding by good advice: naſcent, thattheir diſcontent did not 
in thattmedigett & paſſe away, Wee reſoluedto.make aſecond adi urne- 
mentvaull the tenth f March which was done aſwell rotake time ro Our 
ſelfe tv thinke ot ſome meanes to accommoadatethoſe difficultics,as to giue 
them time to aduiſc better; & accordingly We gaue comman.' erent for a ſe- 
cond Adiournement in both Huutes, & for ceflation of all buſineſſe will the 
day appointed - which was vey dw.ifully obeycdin the higher Houle , no 
mart evntradifting.or queiliouwing 18. Bur when the ſame commandement 
wasdeltuered1nthe Huule of Commons by their Speaker, it. was ſtraight- 
wayes contradicted ; & al:choughthe Speaker declared vnto them,it was an 
abſolure right & power Vs,to adiournc, aſwell as to Prorogue or viſſolue, 
& declared & read vato chem divers Prefi..ents of that Houſe to warranc 
the ſame, yer Our commandement was moſt contemptuoufly dpbeyed;O 
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ſome riſing vp to fpeake, ſaying they had buſineſle to doe beforethe Honſe 
ſhould be adiourned, the Speaker againe declared Our exp: eile & peremp- 
tory command to adtourne, & that hi:nſelfe ſhould pre.ently tcaue rhe 
Houſe,& come vnto Vs; which he offered to doe, but was with/tood by tivo 
that ha.l ot purpoſe placed themſclues, one on eyther fide of the $ peakers 
Chayre,& by force held himin fora time : yer the Speaker finding meanes 
to get out of the Chayre,& purpoling to cometo vs,as we had comman/ed, 
thole two,& dmers others caught hold of him, & by {irong hand br ughr 
him backe, & ſer him in the Chayre againlt his will, & then a men-ber of 
that Houſecaſt out a molt ſe.11tious paper, frame\l by hunſelte & his Adhe- 
rents, withour any warrant from the Houſe, & contayning a proſcription of 
ſuch as in duty & obedience to Vs,ſhould adniſc or aſsiit Vs in the receipt of 
Tonnage & Poundage,or ſhould pay that duty, as enemies to the Srate. and 
require 1t to be read: a moſt audacious infolencie for any.to preſume to doe 
that of their owne heads, which,if the whole Houſe had done in that man. 
ner,had berne aboue their power, & had deſerued the higheſt cenſure ; but 
the Speakerrefuling to rcade it, the Author of it rooke on him m | (edt- 
tiouſly & facouſl y,ro declare the cotents of ut, & he & other his adherents 
quired 1t ſhoul be put to the queſtion ; which being mifliked by many 
graue & wile men in the Houle, & retuſed by the +peaker ( as- Wee doubt 
not,but all good men will belecue he had caule,& cucn abhorre the memo- 
ry of that inſolent & ſeditious AR) ye: many butter taunts, and inuectmes 
were vttered againſt the Speaker by thoſe tattious perſons, & the doores be= 
ing falt locked ſuch as were-well affeed ro Qur leruice, w-re againit their 
wils, kept in the Houſe all che time of this tumult & diforder & when fome 
aduertiſement came to Vs, that the Houſe was 1n great d:itemper, Wee fnt 
ſenc for the Sergeant of the Houſe, whom they,afrer they knew Our plea» 
ſure therem,prelumptuoufly detavned. And after Wee ſent a meſſ.ge vnto 
them by the Gentleman-viher ofthe higher Houſe, but he comming to the 
doore,and declaring that he had a metlage from Vs, was refuſe! to be adinit- 
ted; and , being kept ar the doore a long time, at laſt the Houſe adiourned 
themiclues without receiuing Our meſſage ; a proceeding ſo irregular,as no 
Parliament can parallel ; when our abſo!ure Commands, warranted by Law 
and Prelidents of former times, were d:ſobeycd, the Speaker violated, Our 
Meſſenger and meſſage exclude ', which ought to hauc beene admirted , if 
they werea Houſe ; and1f rhey were not a Houſe, they ought notat all ro 
haue - iſputed,much leſſe ro blaſt the honour of Our Seruauts.to pr ſcribe 
Our belt Subie&s,and gue Law to Soucratgict ;,{triking ar the very effence 


of Monarchy. By all whuch it appears, chat there wanted nor men in T:4t 
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Houſe,that would getthemſclues a name,by ſetting Diana: Temple on fire, 
and make them (clues popularly putting all the Kingdome in combuttion; 
For what vther cnd could there bein that malicious ſpeech, whereby a wice 
ked Sbimei av that time would make Ys odious 1n the eyes all our people, 
as if it were meant to transferre all Trae and gue the fatnefſe of tlic Land 
to ſtrangers ? A conceite ( Weecall God to winefle ) which never centred 
into Our Soule, and , Wee thinke, neuer harboured in an. heart but that ſes 


- ditions heart which firlt broached it. For, (30d forbid, Wee ſhould l.,ue any 


ends ſo welfgg by any necelsitic ro be drivento forget that 1nitfſ»luble pond 
betweene Vs and Our pevple. Wee could and would have expecte.. longer, 
had We conceived any hope of returning to their duty. W hileit the Duke 
of Puck'n; ham liged, He was intituled to al: the diftempers and ali cuents of 
former Parliaments ; and theretore much cndeau: ur was vie. ro demoulyh 
him,as the onely wall of ſeparation betweene \'s and Ou: people. But now 
he 1s deai,noalter:ition was found amongſt choſe cnuenomed ſpirits, which 
troubled then the bleſſe i harmony berweene Vs and our Subietts,and con= 
tinue {till to trouble it. For now, ynder the pretemce of publike care of !the 
Common-wealth,they ſuggeſt new & cauſcleſle feares, which,in their owne 
hearts,they know to be falle- and deuiſe new enzins of miſchiefe, ſo to caſt 
a blindneſlſe vpon the good affetions of our people , that they may not ſce 
the truth and largenctle of our heart towards them : fo that, now it 15 ma« 
nifeit the Duke was not alene the marke that thoſe men ſhor at, but was on- 

ly, as a mcere miniſter of ours, taken vp on the by, and in their paſſage to 
their mote ſecret deſignes ; which onely were to cat our affattes 1nto a de- 
ſperate condition, toabare the powers of Our Crowne,and to bring our go- 
vernement into obloquy that, in the end, all things may be ouerwheln:ed 
With anarchy and contulion. Wee doe not 1mpute thele diſaiters to the 
whole Houſe of Commons, knowing that there were amongitthem many 
rel1gious , graue, and well minded men : but, the fincerer an berter part of 
the Houſe being ouer-borne by the praftiſcs and clameurs of che other, who, 
careleſle of their duries, and taking aduantage of the tumes and our nece(- 
ſities, haute forced Vs te breake eff this meeting, which had it beene an« 

ſwered wth |:ke dutic oa their parts, as 1t was 1nuited an begun wiuh loue 

on Ours, might haue proucy happy and glortous,bsth to Ys and this whole 

Nation. ? 

Wee haue thus Ceclared the manifold cauſes Were had todifſolue this Par- 
liament ; whereby ail the world may fec how mucii they haue forgoreen 
their former ingagements,atthe entry into the warre,themſelucs being per=

{waders to ir, promuling to make Y's {cared by Out enemies, and eltcemed 
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by our friends 'and how they turned the necefiities growneby that wirre.to 
e:force Vs to yecld conditions incotypettble with Monarchy. And nowgehat 
Our people may diſcerne, that thele prouocations of euuli mer: ( whole pu. 
niſhment We reſerue to a due time) haue not chinged Our good m.enti,ns 
to Our Zubtefts : Wee dec here proteſle ta maintaine the true Re!]2ion ,nd 
doctrine c{tablihed in the Church ©f England , without admitting or con« 
ning atany backſliding eyther to Popery or ſchiſine. Wee doe alſo de. 
clire, that Wee will maintaine the aiicient and/iuft Rights, and libercics of 
Our Subiets, with ſo much conttancic and tuitice, that chey ſhall hav* cauſe 
to acknowledge,that ynder Our gaucraemeit and gractous protettion,they 
luc 1n a more happy and free citate, then any Subiefts w the Ch:riitian 
world, Yet let no man hereby take the boidnefle to abuſe that libertie, tur. 
ning t into licentiouſneſle, nor nulinterpre: the Pericion, by pecruerting it 
toa lawlellc libertie, wantonly or trowardly, vn.!er that or any ther co. 
lour, torefiit lawfull ard neceſlary anthoritie. For, as Wee will n:aintaine 
Our Subicts im their iuſt liberties, fo Wee doe and will expett that they 
yeeld as much ſubmiſion and dutie tro Our Royall Prerogatiues, and as 1 ca« 
dy obe.lience to Our auchoritie and ceormmandements, as hath. beene per- 
forme.] to the greateſt of Our Predeceſlors. 

And,for Our \ mtters, Wee will not that they be terrified by thoſe harſh 
procce.,ingz, that hauc beene ſtrained 2gainit ſome of el,cm. For, as Wee 
will not Command any thing vniult, or diſhoxcur:ble, bur ſhall vie Cur 
Aurthorictic and Prerogatiages ter the goo.i of Our people ; ſo Wee will ex 
pet char Our Minitters obey Vs.and they ſhall aſture rhemiclues Wee wall 
protet chem, | / 

As for Our Merchants, Wee let them know, Wee ſhall alwayes endea- 
vour to cheriſh and enlarge ihe trade of ſuchas be dut:fvll, without burthe= 
ping them beyoud that which is firting : but theduric of fiuein the hun» 
dre fer guarding the Seas, and defence of the Realme ( to which w ee 
huld Our ſe'ues {till obliged, an which dutic hath continued without in« 
terruption ſo many ſucceſsions of ages, ) Wee hold , no durifull or good 
Subic will denier, being ſo neceſſary, for the good of the whole King= 
dome. Andif anv faftious Marchant «ill affronc Vs m1 a thing {o rcalonz» 
ble, and wherein W ee require no mure,nor in no other manner then {0 114» 
ny of Cur Predeceſſors haue done, and h;uc beene eurifuily obeyed : let 
them not deceiue themſclues, but be .Aured, that Wee iball tinae H noura- 
ble and 1u!t meanes to ſupport Our eltate , vin.uucate Our ucratgneticyand 
Authoritie , which God hath put into Our hands.
